gan today introduced a bill for tho an- 
nexation of the Hawaiian lalauds. The 
bill provides that the islands shall be- 
come a territory of the United Slates In 
accordance with tho terms of the re- 
cently negotiated treaty. The date set 
for the extension of the laws of this 
country over the islands is the 4th of 
March. 181)8, but it is specifically pro- 
vided that they may bo put in force at 
an earlier day K conigread directs 
It is 


also directed that the five comimamonera 
provided for by the treaty to make the 
recommendations toconureas in matters 
pertaining to Hawaii shall be continued 
by the senate. The bill appropriates 
$1 000,000 for the execution of its pro- 
visions. Out of this sum the interest 
on the Hawaiian debt is to be paid, but 
provisions for the payment of the princi- 
pal of thin debt ie deferred. 
"The treaty," said Senator Morgan, 


"can be ratified in thia form by a ma- 
ioritv vote in each of the two houses, 
tbua'avoicling the necessity for securing 
two-thirds of the senate, as would be re- 
quired it the matter should lie paused 
upon by that body alone."

the republic of their fxtherfi.

THK BMIMK 'CLAIM. 


The much contested 
judgment of 


Simile Brothers then came up for con- 
sideration on tne reportof W. 6. Badger, 
appointed to expert the booka and re- 
port on the condition of the various 
funda in the treaeory during the 0flcal 
year 1893-1. 
. , 
This judement is based on a claim tor 


a balance alleged to be due to Srnilie 
Brothers of Oakland upon the contract 
to erect the additions to the court 
house, which was contested by the 
board. Tbe original claim wan aome- 
ihinu over $GSQO, upon which Smilie 
Brothers obtained a judgment, Decem- 
ber 24,189G, for $8,132.39, to be paid out 
of the fnmU of the fiscal year of 1893-4. 


Then ajoeetbe complication, that tbe 


funda o! that fiscal year, out of which 
this claim should properly be paid—tho 
building 
fund—had been exhausted. 


Tbie left tbe judgment, like Mahomet's 
tomb, 'twixi heaven and earth. Smilie 
Brothers had a judgment to all intents 
and purposes against the building fund 
of the year 1893-4. The fund was ex- 
hausted, and there seemed no way for 
them to enforce the decree of the conrt 
against the county. 


The object of exporting tbe booka was 


to trace the various funda of that fiscal 
year and see what disposition had been 
made of them. The Smilies claim that 
&t the time their claim was filed the 
fund was ample to meet the demand, 
bat that afterward the board transferred 
f 11,730.56 Irom the building fund to the 
general fund, which was at the time ex- 
hausted. Also that at tbe same time 
there was in the bridge fund (6557.28 
BQrplus which could have been trans- 
ferred to th9 general fund just as well. 


The experts' report subBtantially sets 


forth this ae the condition of things. The 
effort of Smilie Brothers is to follow that 
land through all its journeyinge from 
one fiacal year to another and oatisfy 
this judgment out of it. The com plica- 
tion B arising out of these transfers ol 
county funds from one county pocket to 
another, bid fair to rival the famous 
"Schleswig-Holstein question," which 
only one man ever understood, and he 
died early in the controversy.

The curelees manner in which legisla- 


tors often word tho laws of the elate haa 
again been evidenced in the act passed 
at tbe lust eeeeiou regarding jurors' 
fees. The ambiguous wording of the 
law boa given rise to an important 
question and occaeioned a euit in San 
FranclECO, of which tbs Kt-.iminer gives 
the following account: 


"The question whether jurors in civil 


cBsea are entitled to pay from the treas- 
ury every time they report for duty in 
court will be determined by proceedings 
buKiin veeterday by Samuel M. Hilton 
aJunet' County Clerk 0»rry. Hilton 
waa drawn as a trial juror in Judge 
Bahr's court and was proaent twenty 
days, when, his services were not re- 
quired. He claims that he ia entitled to 
$2 a day, tbe eame per diem allowed 
jurors in criminal cases for answering to 
their names whether they are accepted 
or not. He was paid by the litigants 
for the days ol actual service, and now 
demands remuneration for tho twenty 
days he wan present and not called. He 
made a demand on County Olerk Curry 
[or an order on the treasurer for $40, 
and, being refused, commenced pro- 
ceedings to mandamus the clerk. The 
caae will bo carried to the supreme court 
Lo decide the law on the point invulsed.' 


County Clerk Hart stated to a RKPUII- 


nc^ jonnrtnr yesterday tbat the quee- 
tion'.nVoived'in the suit bad been called 
to bis attention and tbat he had con- 
sulted the district attorney in regard to 
it.
